Foot and Mouth - the Blair disease 


Police offi¬ 
cers involved 
in dealing 
with the 
Bradford race 
riots are 
launching a 
claim for millions of pounds in 
damages over the 'trauma' they 
suffered. The legal action for 
compensation comes after 260 
officers were hurt in violent 
clashes between Asian Muslim 
rioters and police officers, who 
came under repeated attack from 
missiles, petrol bombs and 
weapons including iron bars and 
sledge hammers. Many riot 


police on duty that night say that 
tactical mistakes by senior offi¬ 
cers left them vulnerable to 
attack from rioters. The problem 
is that their orders forced them 
to stand and act as Aunt Sallies 
for hours on end, particularly 
dangerous in view of increasing 
sophistication by the rioters. If 
the injured officers can prove 
that Chief Constable Graham 
Moore neglected his duty of care 
he will face bills amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. Some officers were on 
duty and under attack for so long 
that they suffered from dehydra¬ 
tion. ■ 





RECESSION 


■ Recession could be on the way! 

ing to shed some 14,000, Lucent 
has said it might axe 20,000, and 
Philips says it wants to lose 
10,000. Nearly 360 men will be 
thrown on the globalist scrap- 
heap when Cammell Laird ship¬ 
yard in Birkenhead closes. On 
July 26th, the Financial Mail on 
Sunday warned that Britain is 
"teetering on the precipice". 
Labour’s election victory was 
purely down to an unearned rep¬ 
utation for economic compe¬ 
tence which resulted from a long 
international boom. If that now 
turns to bust, Blair and Brown 
may find themselves on the 
scrapheap too. ■ 
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Shares on the stock market have 
continued to fall in value and at 
one point in July the FTSE 100 
index fell to its lowest point 
since the global financial crisis 
of 1998. Many economists and 
journalists are warning of a com¬ 
ing recession that could well 
scupper the popularity of the 
Blair Government. There are 
warnings of job losses by an 
array of manufacturing and hi- 
tech firms that suggest that 
Britain might be heading for the 
long-predicted but so far elusive 
recession. Motorola is thinking 
of getting rid of 30,000 jobs 
worldwide, Alcatel is threaten- 


Worried farm¬ 
ers and vets are 
bracing them¬ 
selves for a 
massive flare 
up of foot-and- 
mouth disease 
this autumn. Despite the slaugh¬ 
ter of 3.6 million animals - the 
vast majority of them perfectly 
healthy - new cases of the dis¬ 
ease continued to crop up all 
over Britain every day, despite 
the fact that the virus doesn't 
spread easily in summer because 
it thrives in cool, damp weather. 
According to predictions by the 
government-sponsored 'experts' 
who designed the mass slaughter 
programme, foot-and-mouth 
should have been eradicated by 
June 7th - coincidentally elec¬ 
tion day. All the real experts 
who actually wanted to stop the 
disease - as opposed to the 
Ministry of Agriculture bureau¬ 
crats who saw foot-and-mouth 
as a good way of cutting British 
livestock numbers so as to open 
up a bigger market for European 
producers - have been warning 



for months that the outbreak 
would only be brought under 
control through a mass vaccina¬ 
tion programme. But the 
Government, Ministry officials 
and bought-and-paid for farm¬ 
ers' union leaders all conspired 
to block vaccination by spread¬ 
ing the most outrageous lies and 
scare stories about the conse¬ 
quences of it to ordinary farm¬ 
ers. The trouble is that foot-and- 
mouth can only be stopped by 
slaughter if an outbreak is 
caught right at the start, before it 
has time to spread. The 
Government failed to do this, so 
there is now no possibility of 
stopping the epidemic without 
the kind of mass vaccination 
programme used so successfully 
by the Dutch earlier this year. 
The only thing that can save mil¬ 
lions of animals, thousands of 
farmers, and every single tax¬ 
payer from the results of Blair's 
pre-election folly is a mass vac¬ 
cination programme, as called 
for by the BNP's Land and 
People rural affairs circle way 
back in the spring. ■ 




WAITING LISTS ) 


■ Government exposed fiddling hospital figures 


This month saw 
a shocking offi¬ 
cial report expos¬ 
ing the cynical 
massaging of 
waiting lists to 
meet artificial 
Government targets based on 
giving treatment to those who 
have been waiting longer, rather 
than those most in need. The 
National Audit Office found 
many consultants complaining 
of heavy pressure from hospital 
managers distorting clinical pri¬ 
orities. This has led to simple 
operations, such as vasectomy 
reversals, being given higher 



priority than those for patients 
waiting for urgent bladder 
tumour surgery. Similarly, minor 
ear, nose and throat disorders 
have been treated ahead of seri¬ 
ous breathing troubles. No one 
will admit it, but this must have 
led to unnecessary deaths. To be 
fair to patients, waiting lists 
should be managed with the 
most urgent treated first, not in 
order to meet pre-election tar¬ 
gets for the Government. Failure 
to live up to artificial Govern¬ 
ment targets has led to hospitals 
being 'named and shamed’, but 
the real shame is on New 
Labour. ■

PL A YING WITH I 

Who is behind the race riots and disturbances that have swept through Britain this summer? In the last issue we exam¬ 
ined the way in which the history of sectarian violence in Northern Ireland in 1969 could be used as a guide to the 
likely development of inter-ethnic troubles on the mainland. With the predicted problems having continued in a num¬ 
ber of places, and with more clashes threatened over the next couple of months, it is useful to look at the way in which 
different groups must bear a proportion of the blame.

M ulti-racial societies are 
inherently unstable. 
This is simply an his¬ 
torical fact, and the 
only wonder is that there have 
been supposedly intelligent and 
well-meaning people who were 
foolish enough to believe that 
Britain could be the happy 
exception to the rule. Northern 
India, Palestine, Nigeria, 
Cyprus, Malaya, Lebanon, Sri 
Lanka, Indonesia, Rwanda, and 
the Balkans - the list could go on 
and on, and the common denom¬ 
inator in all these modem blood- 
baths has been the presence of 
more than one people in each 
land. 

Ending in tears 

In most cases, two peoples com¬ 
peting for one country are 
enough to produce hatred and 
eventually mass slaughter. What 
hope, then, for Britain, with our 
artificially imposed fantasists' 
'experiment' which has led to 
more than 300 languages being 
spoken in London alone? This 


was going to end in tears right 
from the start, and it needs no 
sinister outside forces or agita¬ 
tors to make the multicultural 
rainbow turn blood red. 

Of course, this simple fact of 
human nature won't stop 
bemused liberals from looking 
for someone to blame as their 
dream turns into a nightmare for 
millions of ordinary people of all 
races. And, inevitably, the 
British National Party will fea¬ 
ture high on the list of bogey¬ 
men. 

Safety valve 

The truth, of course, is very dif¬ 
ferent. It's a fact that the avail¬ 
ability of a legitimate, peaceful 
political outlet for the fear and 
anger that enforced multiracial¬ 
ism has produced among many 
whites - particularly working 
class youngsters - can act as a 
'safety valve.' 

As I have told a number of 
journalists over the last few 
months, it is no longer a question 
of whether or not white people 


will protest about becoming sec¬ 
ond-class citizens and the vic¬ 
tims of racist violence. The only 
question now is what form that 
protest will take - vigilantism or 
working to get political repre¬ 
sentation on councils, throwing 
bricks or casting ballots? 

Further success for the BNP 
will direct the rising tide of pop¬ 
ular anger about what has been 
done to our country along con¬ 
stitutional channels. If, on the 
other hand, the short-sighted PC 
fascism of the left-liberals man¬ 
ning the media, council bureau¬ 
cracies and Government blocks 
off the possibility of effective 
political action, an incoherent, 
hopeless, leaderless reaction will 
inevitably spill out into commu¬ 
nal mayhem. The Establishment 
may not yet realise it, but a polit¬ 
ically successful British 
National Party is probably their 
best chance of avoiding those 
rivers of blood! 

We know from our limited 
contacts with moderate Muslim 
leaders that some of them have 


also been doing their bit to calm 
things down. But, in contrast, 
certain Islamic fundamentalists 
must bear a heavy responsibility 
for the scale and the spread of 
this summer's violence, as must 
the cowardly Establishment 
politicians and police chiefs 
whose refusal to take action to 
nip their trouble making in the 
bud has made things so much 
worse. 

Fundamentalism 

By their very nature these people 
tend to be secretive and to avoid 
exposure outside their own com¬ 
munity. Two who have, howev¬ 
er, come to public attention for 
their extremist comments and 
activities are Abu Hamsa and 
Omar Bakri. 

Hamsa is a Muslim fundamen¬ 
talist cleric who lost both eyes 
and a hand (now replaced by a 
wholly impractical but very 
'street cred' steel hook) fighting 
in Afghanistan. His views are so 
extreme that he has even been 
slammed by Channel Four's ultra 
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osion of race riots... 



Politically Correct Dispatches 
documentary. Hamsa was 
caught explaining how he wants 
militant Muslims to take over 
towns like Burnley with AK- 
47s, but that the first step on that 
road is to “walk down the road 
and lay one on someone.” 

Naturally, we have no idea 
how many other towns and cities 
up and down Britain have been 
visited by Hamsa with his mes¬ 
sage of hatred and violence. But 
he is well known and popular in 
Islamic fundamentalist circles, 
and the movement in Britain is 
exceptionally well financed and 
well organised. 

Even more notable than Hamsa 
- although much more subtle - is 
Sheikh Omah Bakri Moh¬ 
ammed. Expelled from Syria 
after a failed coup by the Hizb 
ut-Tahrir (HuT), Bakri moved 
on through the Lebanon and 
Saudi Arabia, setting up his own 
wing of HuT before being 
deported to Britain by the Saudis 
to Britain in 1985. 

Islamic Britain? 

Despite living on invalidity ben¬ 
efit at the expense of the British 
taxpayer, Bakri has spent his 
years here plotting and agitating 
for the establishment of an 
Islamic British republic. His 
activities even became too much 
for the HuT leadership, who 
seem to grown alarmed at the 
way that Bakri’s violent rhetoric 
got the HuT banned from dozens 
of student campuses for stirring 
up racial hatred. Bakri says that 
they rejected his campaign make 
Britain an Islamic state, which 
included a relentless drive to 
encourage young Muslim men to 
seduce and convert Sikh and 
Hindu girls. 

Bakri left the HuT in 1996 and 
set up his own British-based 
party, Al-Muhajiroun (The 
Emigrants’). This is dedicated to 
the overthrow of Western socie¬ 
ty and calls for the establishment 
of a khalafah - an Islamic state - 
in Britain. 

From its earliest days, Al- 
Muhajiroun was able to stage 
fundamentalist rallies in London 
attracting 7,000 fanatical sup¬ 
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Distribution of Muslim Populations 


porters. Since then, the secretive 
party has established firm sup¬ 
port bases in many parts of 
Britain, aided not just by its 
members' £50 a month dues, but 
also by Sheikh Osama bin Laden 
who - as well as being the inter¬ 
nationally recognised Godfather 
of violent Islamic extremism - is 
also a multi-millionaire. 

Following my comments dur¬ 
ing the Newsnight interview 
with Jeremy Paxman, in which I 
pointed out that this summers' 
riots have been by Muslims 
rather than by Asians, I have 
been contacted by several Sikhs 
who greatly appreciated the fact 
that I had made the distinction. 

Conversion 

They have sent me leaflets circu¬ 
lating in areas such as Southall 
warning about Muslim efforts to 
trick and convert Sikh or Hindu 
girls, and about 'punishment 
cells' of young thugs who are 
trained to beat up Unbelievers 
who try to go out with Muslim 
girls. One of these concludes 
with a warning about the 
Muslim fundamentalist groups 
which say that "they aim to 
make France an Islamic 
Republic by the year 2015, and 
Britain by 2025 through conver¬ 
sions, immigration and high 
Muslim birth rates. They must 
be stopped." 

If the likes of Bakri were in a 
tiny minority, their aims would 
be irrelevant, but unfortunately 
he claims the support of 300,000 
Muslims in Britain, and it is a 
fact that the majority of new 
mosques in our country in recent 


years have been financed by 
groups linked to the Taliban - the 
global motor of Islamic funda¬ 
mentalism. 

And, remember it's not just the 
BNP saying that there is a drive 
by well-financed and strongly 
supported Muslim fundamental¬ 
ists to turn Britain into an 
Islamic state. Sikhs and Hindus 
are saying the same thing. 

‘Anti-racists’ also guilty 

Of course, there are other people 
who have to bear some responsi¬ 
bility for this summer's explo¬ 
sions of violence. The Anti- 
'Nazi' League has held three 
major demonstrations this year - 
in Huddersfield, Oldham and 
Dewsbury. Each has been billed 
as an 'anti-racist' event, but each 
has ended up with hundreds of 
young Muslims being wound up 
by the speakers and then going 
on the rampage, attacking inno¬ 
cent bystanders and the police. 

This is no accident. The ANL 
is a recruiting front for the 
Socialist Workers Party. The 
SWP, Britain's largest Marxist 
organisation, supports the IRA 
and the abolition of the family, 
wants to legalise paedophilia, 
and would scrap all immigration 
controls. 

With policies like that, it's no 
surprise that the SWP find it 
almost impossible to recruit any¬ 
body except upper class students 
rebelling against their rich dad¬ 
dies. 

But by winding up young 
Asians to confront the police, 
they hope that some will get 
their heads cracked by riot 


batons in the process and will 
thereby be 'radicalised' and so 
turned into potential recruits. 

Meanwhile, at the other end of 
the political spectrum, the rem¬ 
nant of the National Front has 
found that it can get publicity 
out of all proportion to its size 
by threatening to hold marches 
that it in fact lacks the manpow¬ 
er to put on. 

Immature adventurism 

The disastrous consequences of 
this immature adventurism are 
spelt out on page 11 of this issue, 
so no more need be said here, 
except to note that the Labour 
ministers, journalists and senior 
police officers who use the 
bogey of "threatened NF and 
BNP marches” are not only 
being dishonest in linking the 
BNP with a rival organisation's 
tactics which we have con¬ 
demned repeatedly. 

Far worse than that, by lending 
credence to the genuine fear of 
"white racist marches" that exist 
in Asian areas, they have been 
directly responsible for winding 
up gangs of young Muslims to 
organise physically against a 
non-existent threat, and subse¬ 
quently to turn on ordinary 
whites and the police. 

This article is written during a 
lull in serious street disturbances 
which have led some liberal 
commentators to suggest that the 
worst might be over. 

A realistic assessment of the 
facts outlined above, however, 
shows that it is probably more 
accurate to tell them that "you 
ain't seen nothing yet.”

COUNCIL ELECTIONS 2002: TIM 


The council elections next year are the most crucial elections the British National Party has ever faced. The thinking and 
philosophy behind the new electoral strategy of the BNP towards gaining credibility by winning council elections has been 
extensively explored in recent publications and a rehash is not needed here. The purpose of this article is, however, to explore 
briefly what is needed over the coming summer and next year from each BNP branch, organiser and candidate, in prepara¬ 
tion for winning a council seat. What do we hope to achieve next Spring in the council elections? The key aim and princi¬ 
pal priority of the party is to win a council seat, or several council seats, and get BNP councillors elected. The following is 
a brief look at the crucial steps that must be taken, the careful choices that must be made, and the hard work involved in 
achieving our objectives. We will also take a brief look at the obstacles that must be overcome. The whole process is divid¬ 
ed into three easy to understand stages, starting from choosing an area all the way up to the start of the election campaign. 


FIRST STAGE 


T he first stage is where most 
BNP branches are at present. 
And, although it’s the starting 
point, no one who stays at this 
level is going to win a seat, or 
even get much of a vote. 

Identifying an area 

The first stage involves the care¬ 
ful and calculated identification 
of the particular council seat that 
is the most fertile ground for us. 
Local organisers must plough 
through local papers and identify 
areas where there exist local 
issues that are within the BNP's 
policy scope. A ward that has 
had large numbers of asylum 
seekers dumped in it, or an area 
where crime is endemic would 
be typical, with our opposition 
to immigration and our tough 
stance on crime fitting local 


needs like a glove. 

Most important of all, you 
must find a ward that is - or used 
to be - rock solid old Labour. 
One where the Tories are strong 
contenders, or where the Lib- 
dems have used their own pave¬ 
ment politics to dig in will be no 
good - unless the Lib-Dems got 
elected on a subtly ‘racist’ ticket 
and are now running a pro¬ 
immigrant council. 

There are thousands of white 
working class wards with high 
levels of poverty, job insecurity 
and council neglect that show 
better than any academic politi¬ 
cal study the way in which New 
Labour has abandoned its tradi¬ 
tional supporters. This is the 
political space in which we will 
get our first electoral break¬ 
throughs. 

Don’t even consider well-to-do 
middle class wards, or an area 
with a high immigrant popula¬ 



tion, as most whites on our 
wavelength will already have 
left. 

That said, you’re likely to be 
able to find a number of wards 
that fit the bill. The tricky bit is 
choosing which one to go for. 


CANVASSING: THE KEY TO SUCCESS! 



• Canvassing is the key to success in local council elec¬ 
tions and its importance cannot be understated! When 
visited by a clean and well-presented BNP activist on 
their doorstep, any negative image formed by the media 
is swept away. This activity needs party activists who 
are of the right appearance and manner and can suc¬ 
cessfully explain the local policy platform in a clear 
and understandable way. The usual barrier to large 
scale canvassing is the inhibition of the individual who 
has never done it before. This is quite common. 
However, this is no more than a natural fear of the 
unknown. After an activist who is new to canvassing 
has spoken to a few electors, his or her inhibitions dis¬ 
appear and they find that it’s actually remarkably easy. 
In fact, that person will probably be overwhelmed by 
the large amount of support they find on the doorstep 
and will find out just how effective and enjoyable can¬ 
vassing really is. Canvassing must be very brief, as the 
object is to reach as many electors in as short a space of 
time as possible. The best way for a new volunteer to 
learn the ropes is to send them to a few doors with an 
experienced canvassers who does all the talking. 


The second aspect of the first 
stage is selecting a suitable can¬ 
didate: a local man or women 
who has charisma and talent for 
communicating with people. A 
man or women who is not only 
willing to stand, but to work tire¬ 
lessly to build up the support 
needed to win. 


SECOND STAGE 


T he second stage is the build 
up and necessary communi¬ 
ty work to firmly anchor the 
party and the candidate in the 
local political scene. There are 
many important aspects to this, 
but the aim is to become a recog¬ 
nised local political force, a 
credible alternative to the rest. 

Finding the issues 

The very first thing is to find out 
what issues concern local peo¬ 
ple. If your candidate actually 
lives in the target ward they 
probably already know but, even 
if they do, nothing beats being 
seen to be asking and listening. 
The first step must therefore be 
to produce and distribute a local 
version of our Helping Hand 
team ‘shopping list’ leaflet. This 
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work need for council elections success

is an improvement on the highly 
successful Lib-Dem ‘grum- 
blesheet’ tactic. The key differ¬ 
ence is that the Lib-Dems ask 
people to tell them what’s 
wrong, while our more positive 
approach asks what they want to 
see BNP councillors put right. 

Naturally, only a handful of 
these will produce a response, 
but that will be enough to give 
you local issues to get your teeth 
into, and provide enough infor¬ 
mation to start producing a regu¬ 
lar local newsletter. This must 
have a standard masthead and 
overall appearance every issue. 
It is the voice of the local candi¬ 
date, discussing local problems 
and our answers to them, and 
will be distributed to the elec¬ 
torate during every local com¬ 
munity campaign. It must be 
given a defining name, such as 
"Yourtown Patriot" (see illustra¬ 
tion for example). 

Building up the candidate 

Once the newsletter is going out 
regularly, the second aspect of 
this stage is to build up the can¬ 
didate as a popular local figure 
standing up for local people and 
addressing their problems. This 
can be achieved by specialised 
campaigns such as a petition to 
save a youth club, or just helping 
individual residents with prob¬ 


lems with the council. These 
community campaigns must be 
heavily geared to building up the 
profile of the candidate, and all 
literature personalised to them. 

Candidates must become mini¬ 
celebrities, held in high esteem 
for standing up for local people 
and saying publicly what they 
think personally. The party itself 
must be given second place in 
favour of the candidate, and 
everything must be geared 
around them individually. This 
local application of personality 
politics is central to building a 
loyal following that will make 
the effort to vote. People identi¬ 
fy more with a person than a 
shadowy, distant party machine. 


THIRD STAGE 


T his work to establish your 
candidate will take you from 
now up to early next year and 
the start of the actual election 
campaign. 

Formulating the team 

Your target ward will have been 
decided upon, a suitable and 
charismatic candidate adopted, a 
local newsletter established on 
the back of the ‘shopping list’ 
questionnaire, and several suc¬ 
cessful local community cam¬ 
paigns will have taken place. 
The candidate and the local 


party should now be in position 
with the local credibility for vot¬ 
ers to take the candidate and the 
party seriously as an electable 
alternative. 

At this point the local organis¬ 
er, the candidate and the election 
team must meet to plan the elec¬ 
tion campaign itself. The first 
job is to decide upon a 
Campaign Manager. This should 
not automatically be the candi¬ 
date or the person with the most 
drive or popularity, but who 
understands how to handle the 
direction of the campaign and 
formulate the message and poli¬ 
cies, and how best to communi¬ 
cate them to the electorate. 

Once a Campaign Manager has 
been decided upon by a consen¬ 
sus of the whole election team, 
not just the organiser or candi¬ 
date, specific areas should be 
delegated even further to the 
most suitable lieutenants. 

Delegation 

The most driven, active, popular 
and most well known team 
member may be put in charge of 
mobilising activists. The more 
timid and clerical person put in 
charge of the campaign adminis¬ 
tration (i.e. databasing canvass¬ 


ing returns). But the Campaign 
Manager should retain control of 
overall direction and formulat¬ 
ing the message, and the stages 
in which it is disseminated to the 
electorate. 

Now that the election cam¬ 
paign team has been assembled, 
with the specific areas delegated 
to the correct persons, it is now 
time to formally launch the elec¬ 
tion campaign with a new issue 
of the local newsletter! The 
mechanics of running the cam¬ 
paign will be touched upon in a 
future issue of Identity. 

In this article, I have described 
what is needed right up to the 
start of the election campaign 
itself. It has been kept straight 
and simple. 

Every group or branch with a 
suitable ward to work that grasps 
and applies these three stages, 
starting this month, is going to 
get a good vote. Where some of 
the groundwork to establish our 
local credibility has already been 
done, application of these princi¬ 
ples can produce victory next 
May. Anyone who thinks they 
know better or who can’t be 
bothered to put the work in 
should stop wasting everybody’s 
time and get out of the way.

In an interview on the Tonight With Trevor McDonald programme on 5th July, BNP 
Chairman Nick Griffin referred to the National Front as 'morons.' This may be taken 
by some naive 'nationalists' as surprising.

W ell, there are no 
doubt some well- 
meaning and sin¬ 
cere people still in the ranks 
of the Front, but that is irrele¬ 
vant. The plain truth is that 
the NF's tactics are moronic, 
and they are damaging not 
just the patriotic cause in 
Britain, but white people as a 
whole. 

Their fixation with 'march¬ 
es' involving tiny numbers of 
people - generally representa¬ 
tives of a single youth cult 
that has been thoroughly and 
effectively demonised by the 
mass media - allows the same 
media to portray the oppo¬ 
nents of the genocidal mul¬ 
tiracial 'experiment' as thugs, 
losers and troublemakers. 

HELPING THE ENEMY 

The reality of life in multira¬ 
cial Britain is that white peo¬ 
ple are, overwhelmingly, the 
victims of racism, racist vio¬ 
lence and intimidation. Yet 
every threatened NF march 
allows the media to portray 
the ethnic minorities as the 
victims, or potential victims, 
of aggressive whites. Yes, of 
course, the NF says that it 
plans to march to draw atten¬ 
tion to the problem of anti¬ 
white racism that it has been 
asked for help by local peo¬ 
ple, etc. But how often does 
this come over in the media? 
Hardly ever! 

CONFUSING 

The NF's policy of confronta¬ 
tion thus allows the left-liber¬ 
als to deflect attention away 
from the failings and inherent 
contradictions of their own 
beloved 'experiment', and to 
pin the blame on white 'trou¬ 
blemakers'. Politically, this is 


a disaster for whites everywhere, 
including the inexperienced 
activists of the Front who are 
being led down a dangerous 
blind alley. Anyone who doubts 
this need only consider the way 
in which media commentators, 
including organisations such as 
Granada TV and the Indep¬ 
endent , consistently manage to 
'confuse' the BNP and the NF. 
These top journalists are not 
ignorant or idiotic, they are fol¬ 
lowing a deliberate policy 
designed to frighten the public 
away from the increasingly 
attractive political road offered 
by the British National Party. 

No doubt there are some white 
people in places like Bradford 
who are now so desperate that 
they actually want confronta¬ 
tion, but they remain a tiny 
minority. For all the rest, the NF 
approach is scary, unreasonable 
and deeply off-putting. 

FAILED TACTICS 

Furthermore, the NF march- 
scare tactic is alright for their 
'leadership,' outsiders who 
announce that they're coming to 
Burnley or Bradford, get a cheap 
publicity kick out of it, and 
either stay at home or take a 
minibus load up to spend a cou¬ 
ple of hours separated from hun¬ 
dreds of angry Asians by a big 
thick police line. 

But once the NF activity is 
over, it's local whites who have 
to bear the brunt of the anti¬ 
white racism that the NF have 
helped to exacerbate. Far from 
helping to protect whites from 


racist violence, the NF pres¬ 
ence actually makes them 
even more vulnerable. 

THRILL-SEEKING 

The last problem with the NF 
leadership's irresponsible and 
adventurist thrill-seeking is 
that it makes those involved, 
and their wider following, 
feel that they're doing some¬ 
thing useful. 

This automatically takes 
out of the political equation a 
number of decent and sincere 
activists who, if directed into 
community politics and local 
electioneering, could help to 
put pro-white voices in coun¬ 
cil chambers all over the 
country. 

That's a position from which 
nationalist activists can take 
real action against the institu¬ 
tional anti-white racism 
which pervades the British 
body politic at all levels, and 
the stepping stone from 
which we will go on to push 
for national political power. 

By taking even a few 
activists' eyes off the only 
real ball game in town, the 
NF has become part of the 
problem, not the solution. 

Put all these things togeth¬ 
er, and you can see very 
clearly why the entire British 
National Party regards the 
NF's confrontational app¬ 
roach as 'moronic.' 

Let's be blunt: If the NF 
didn't exist, the authorities 
would have to invent it to 
provide ammunition to throw 
at the supporters of white 
survival. So we're sorry if 
we've offended anybody, but 
it's too late in the day for 
time-wasting and counter¬ 
productive pranks.

The Scottish BNP enjoyed the most extensive and some of the best publicity ever in the 
middle of July when National Chairman Nick Griffin was spent four days in Scotland. An 
avalanche of publicity followed, with hysteria on the TV and radio, and in the newspa¬ 
pers, before he had even set foot across the border. 


L iberal-leftists in the media 
made complete fools of

Meeting key officials 

While in Scotland, Nick met 
with key officials from the main 
BNP groups and branches to 
work on plans for the future 
development of the party. 
Following a very successful bal¬ 
lad night in Glasgow the previ¬ 
ous weekend - with appearances 
by Stigger and Sisco, and John 
from Scottish band Nemesis - he 
also spent time with several 
leading lights in the pro-white 
music scene, discussing ways in 
which to encourage a shift in 
emphasis towards both folk-rock 
type music and a more modem 
mainstream sound and image 
which would be more attractive 
to younger people. 

Part way through his trip, Mr. 
Griffin made a detour down to 
Sunderland to speak at the first 


post-election meeting in the 
North East. This was a great suc¬ 
cess, with the recent average 
attendance in this difficult area 
doubled to nearly sixty people. 
Three of the newcomers volun¬ 
teered to stand alongside local 
organiser Joe Dobbie and 
Treasurer Dave Guynam in next 
year's council elections in the 
town. A few days after his high¬ 
ly successful northern tour, Nick 
travelled over to East Anglia to 


speak at Norwich. This was also 
a great success, attracting 40 
people - twice the size of BNP 
meetings in the city up until 
recently. A well-received speech 
based on verbal 'snapshots' of 
life in places like Oldham, East 
London and parts of 
Birmingham was followed by a 
lively question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion. The collection raised £260 
and the literature table complete¬ 
ly sold out of Freedom.

LEGAL VICTORY FOR FREEDOM! 

• Many local authorities in Britain are still under the impression that they can 
employ blocking software in libraries in order to censor websites that they deem to 
be politically incorrect. Following our success against blatant political censorship 
of the party’s website by the BBC, the next stage of our free speech campaign was 

to tackle those local authorities that thought they could get 
away with censoring the BNP’s website. When BNP members 
visit several libraries under the control of Birmingham City 
Council, all users reported a screen message "access denied” 
when attempting to enter the BNP’s website. Consultation 
with our legal team indicated that such anti-democratic cen¬ 
sorship could very well be in breach of the 1964 Museums and 
Libraries Act and certainly breaks the 1998 European 
Convention of Human Rights. West Midlands Regional organis¬ 
er Simon Darby promptly contacted the Director of Libraries of 
Birmingham City Council to point out the legal position. He 
gave the council fourteen days to allow access to our website 
in order to avoid the commencement of legal proceedings. 
Birmingham Council backed own well before the deadline expired and scrapped the 
block, so people using the city’s library computers are now free to surf the BNP's 
website! Another great victory for British freedom!

• Dewsbury BNP held an excellent meeting on 
the 15th of July. It was attended by around 50 
local people and several more from surround¬ 
ing towns. Local organiser Nick Cass started

THE ISSUE OF IMMIGRATION 
IS GAINING GROUND! 



Public concerns about immigration and race relations have soared in the past five years 
according to a new opinion poll. When asked what Britain's most important domestic 
problems were, 19 per cent cited this issue compared with five per cent five years ago. 
More people raised it than the economy, education, drugs or Europe in the MORI poll 
"What's worrying Britain?" "Immigration and race relations was considered the fourth 
most important problem behind law and order, health and employment". 


T his revelation of the 
increasing fears of the 
British people over immi¬ 
gration and its related issues 
more than validates our strong 
public stance on the issue. It also 
shows that a political elite that 
refuses to engage in a debate 
about the issue that the British 
public care about so strongly is 
an unrepresentative and unde¬ 
mocratic clique. 

This poll also allows us to plot 
a strategy to our advantage over 
these issues and in so doing 
ensure that the legitimate con¬ 
cerns of the British people are 
addressed in a democratic and 
peaceful manner. 

Law and Order 

Law and order and immigration 
have an obvious link. The dis¬ 
proportionate numbers of 'eth¬ 
nic' criminal gangs that have 
invaded Britain under the 
smokescreen of 'asylum seeking' 
and that are currently operating 
in the country ensure the issues 
will continue to be joined 
together. 

Last year the N.C.I.S (National 


Criminal Intelligence Service) 
published a 'Future Trends In 
Crime' report, profiling the 
forthcoming 'crime' trends of the 
next decade. Of these virtually 
every one was a law and order 
issue directly linked to the immi¬ 
gration issue. These include: the 
Jamaican Yardie 
crack and 

cocaine gangs 
and killings by 
their hit men; 

Albanian arms 
smugglers and 
heroin importers; 

Triad kidnap 
gangs from 
China; Turkish 
heroin importers; 

Arab and Asian 
Islamic terrorism; Pakistani 
heroin importers linked to 
Islamic terrorism, and African 
drugs and weapons smuggling 
gangs. 

War criminals 

The many wanted war criminals 
that have entered the country 
from conflicts such as those in 
Rwanda, Afghanistan, Bosnia 


and the many African tribal wars 
over the last twenty years raise 
real fears that asylum policy is 
continuing to be abused by inter¬ 
national war criminals. At the 
moment 27 detectives in the 
Metropolitan Police Trident unit 
are investigating 33 drugs relat¬ 
ed murders in the 
capital so far this 
year. Recent arms 
hauls include 
mortar launchers, 
grenades and 
automatic 
machine guns, 
mainly smuggled 
in from the 
Balkans. 

Health 

Health is another important 
issue. Several recent health 
scares that have swept the coun¬ 
try are directly linked to immi¬ 
gration. The tuberculosis out¬ 
breaks in London, Leicester and 
Newport have in a large part 
been due to immigrants from the 
Indian sub-continent entering 
the country with the disease and 
not being screened. Tackling the 


spread of the disease amongst 
the various ethnic communities 
of London has hindered the fight 
against the spread of the disease 
due primarily to problems with 
language, publicity and the fear 
of illegal immigrants of being 
known to the authorities. 

The large outbreaks of tubercu¬ 
losis in the North of England and 
Wales are also linked to 
Moslems pilgrims returning 
from visiting Mecca. Many 
immigrants from Africa are 
entering the country with the 
AIDS virus due to the devastat¬ 
ing epidemic sweeping the conti¬ 
nent, where 35 million people 
are estimated to have the disease. 

Figures from the Ministry of 
Heath have confirmed that the 
fastest growing numbers of 
newly reported AIDS victims are 
within the African community 
and also heterosexuals who have 
slept with Africans. 

Meanwhile, the problem of 
imported diseases has also been 
highlighted by the recent case of 
a nurse from Thailand working 
within the NHS while having 
rabies, and the revelation that 
many African doctors working 
within the NHS are known to 
carry the virus but have been 
allowed special dispensation by 
the NHS bosses to carry on 
working with patients. 

Finally, there is the anger that 
many NHS patients feel when 
they see newly arrived immi¬ 
grants going ahead of them on 
the waiting list whilst they are 
forced to the back of the queue. 

Unemployment 

Unemployment too is linked to 
immigration in several ways: 
The importation of cheap foreign 
labour whilst four million (by 
the pre-Thatcher way of assess¬ 
ing the figures) of our people are 
unemployed; the immoral 
importation of skilled foreign 
labour that depletes the skills 
base of the developing countries 
that need those skills the most, 
and the threat of globalisation to 
British jobs and the sheer impos¬ 
sibility of British workers com¬ 
peting with labour in the Third 
World. Such are the facts behind 
the seismic shift of opinion 
amongst the British people on 
the question of immigration. 

An issue that has trebled in 
importance in the minds of the 
British people in the last five 
years, is an issue that is only 
going to keep growing as the 
economic boom falters and as 
the adverse social consequences 
of multiculturalism become evi¬ 
dent over the next decade.

THE ACQUISITION OF A 
CLEAN WATER SUPPLY 


So essential is our need for water that we could well regard the existence of a clean reli¬ 
able water supply to every building and dwelling in the country as a pinnacle of our civil¬ 
isation. Our demand for water has spurred some marvels in civil engineering and major 
breakthroughs in medicine. Our earlier ancestors recognised the importance of water 
and safeguarding supplies from contamination. Clean water was needed not just for 
drinking, but also for food preparation, cleaning and laundry. 



E arlier in British history, 
when our ancestors lived 
in much more isolated and 
rural communities, clean water 
from a stream was very easily 
obtained. Even when streams 
ran dry, water could still be 
obtained by digging down below 
the water table and building per¬ 
manent wells. The fetching of 
water, carried in large ceramic 
jugs, was often a task given to 
the children (the "Jacks and 
Jills" of nursery rhyme fame). 

Impressive 

The Romans, who had much 
greater mastery of building tech¬ 
niques, introduced many of their 
ideas to the British Isles. Stone 
aqueducts were built. Many of 
these impressive examples of 
engineering and organisational 
skills are still standing in various 
parts of the former Empire. The 
Romans also took great pride in 
creating places of public sanita¬ 
tion such as those at Bath. 

Hippocrates (460-354BC) the 
ancient Greek scholar recog¬ 
nised the need for water to be 
boiled and strained. The Roman 
scholar Pliny, recommended that 
water from a container should 
flow along a wick of (sheep's) 
fleece; the drops falling from the 
end were assumed to have been 
purified. Harmful qualities could 
also be removed by the addition 


of vinegar or by 
soaking some sub¬ 
stance, such as gar¬ 
lic, onions, or wax, 
which would absorb 
"injurious matters". 
Other scholars 
recognised the value 
of filtration, through 
soil, sand, wool or 
cloth. 

Development 

The coming of 
Christianity to 
Europe, with the 
belief that the clean¬ 
ing of the body, hair 
and clothes were sinful acts of 
vanity, led most Roman baths 
and infrastructure to fall into 
ruin, along with the health of the 
population. 

Medieval Britain saw towns 
developing, the population 
growing and new ways of get¬ 
ting water into the town centres 
had to be employed. In London 
clay pipes were used to carry 
water from the River Lea to the 
north of the rapidly growing city. 
Similar schemes were adopted in 
Exeter and Southampton, aided 
by monastic institutions which 
had the knowledge and adminis¬ 
trative skills for such large 
undertakings. But it took hun¬ 
dreds more years before the 
direct connection between dirty 
water and all sorts of deadly and 
highly infectious diseases was 
really understood and led to 
increased interest in the exten¬ 
sion of public water supplies and 
improvements in sanitation. 

Revolutionary 

Getting water uphill was a major 
fundamental obstacle that had to 
be overcome and the first 
mechanical pump was the inven¬ 
tion of a Walloon engineer, 
Renkin Sualem. Commissioned 
by Louis 14th, it took 30 years to 
build, was completed in 1684 
and was in use for the next 200 
years. The development of 


pumps continued with 
Devonshire's Newcomen and 
Savery in the early 1700s and 
towards the end of that century 
James Watt developed the steam 
engine, which was to revolu¬ 
tionise water pumping. 

Rapid urbanisation in the early 
1800s led to numerous outbreaks 
of disease, including the new 
disease cholera, accidentally 
introduced by soldiers who had 
served in India. The outbreaks 
were initially believed to arise 
from "bad air" and it was not 
until 1854 that Dr. John Snow in 
London made the connection 
between the occurrence of 
cholera and contaminated water 
supplies. Although he didn't iso¬ 
lated the parasitic microbe in the 
water (the German Koch is cred¬ 
ited with that marvel) he sparked 
off a revolution in medicine, by 
showing that germs cause dis¬ 
ease. So began a new drive to 
get water supplies cleaner, with 
the development of indoor toi¬ 
lets, plumbing and large munici¬ 
pal water purification systems. It 
was not until 1902 that the stan¬ 
dard technique of chlorinating 
came into use, following the dis¬ 
covery that chlorine killed 
micro-organisms. 

Scores of talented and remark¬ 
able individuals of our kind have 
helped create the public water 
supply system that we take for 
granted today and exported 
those ideas to all parts of the 
globe.

Written by Paul Richards, a 
seasoned Labour campaigner 
and twice Parliamentary can¬ 
didate, the book not only deals

and describes their unique 
qualities.
